New Structure Wi l l 
¡More Than Double 
Present Plant 


A healthy growth of the industrial 
life here is noted on every hand. Tile 
largest industry, the Louisville and 
Nashville shops continue to run at 
full blast with rumors thick that addi­ 
tional men will be added to the shops 
pay roll, in the car repair depart­ 
ment. 
The promise is out by the recent pur­ 
chasers of a building alte for a new 
saw mill and wood finishing factory 
near the Holland-Blow Stave mill, tor 
the early eruption and operation of 
their new plant. 
\ 
As for the Cooper-Wells 
knitting 
mill, additional machinery is promis­ 
ed for that plant early this fall, and 
the management feels that operation 
in the new factory of the company here 
is no longer aa experiment, but a suc­ 
cess. The production per day is now 
around 400 dozen pairs of hose for the 
mill, whereas when the 
mill 
operated in the old quarters on Moul­ 
ton- street the daily production was 
around 300 dozen pairs per day. Fre­ 
quently large dray loads of the “Iron 
diSil" j* .r y are seen on the streets 
on their way to the railroad station. 
The hosiery is now being shipped in 
large strong cloth sacks instead of in 
boxes. About two dozen such sacks 
can be loaded on the large city drays.

Satisfaction Is expressed over the 
announcement of the Albany silk mill 
officials just made, that instead of 
the present mill being doubled in size 
in the near future, it will be made a 
size and a half larger than was plan­ 
ned several months ago. The building 
plans adopted at that time have been 
discarded, it was announced, and new 
plans out and out have been sent here 
from the New York office of the com­ 
pany, for the final approval of Su­ 
perintendent Earnest Wright.

MOSCOW— Russian 
isolation 
is 
ended. Thro-» years ago the presence 
of a foreign visitor in ’Moscow or Pe- 
trofrad was sufficient to cátase 
the 
na'lve populace to stáre at him as if 
stM ssrs hetrgr'frnm w ets hUist asrkh" 
Two yjars ago foreigners were still 
ao rare that the ftw American and 
British 
newspaper y correspondents 
scented a stogy in each of them and 
tried to intorvlgá dll who carde to Rus­ 
sia. Last year thsy were still suffi­ 
ciently rare to arouse some curiosity. 
But today, Moscow, Petrfgrad and 
the other principal cities ara thickly 
sprinkled with foreigners; daily trains 
from the outside bring them hi by the 
«tosen», and they arouse no mere in­ 
terest than they would In any more 
European capital. During June more 
than 1.000 foreigners visited Petrograd 
and even more, perhaps, came to Mos­ 
cow. Most all of them were business 
seekers. 
Hotel accommodations in Russia are 
still so limited particularly in Moscow, 
that the government has not yet found 
it advisable to admit large numbers of 
tourists. Every oae must have some 
legitimate business reason before ho 
can secure his visa. 
Within a short time, perhaps in 1024 
hotel accommodations are to be im­ 
proved and it may Be that Russia's in­ 
teresting revolutionary scenes will be­ 
come a Mecca for tourists. 
Only a year or so ago travelers com­ 
ing into Russia faced an uncomfortable 
trip, with crowded and Irregular ac­ 
commodations. They arrived in Mos­ 
cow with the equipment of Potar ex­ 
plórete, and thuch bug powder, expect­ 
ing, and in some cases finding con­ 
siderable hardship. Even today some 
travellers roll into Moscow or Petro- 
fcrad with equipment devised for primi­ 
tive life, much to the amusement of 
those who are here. 
The trains to Moscow, both from 
Warsaw and Riga, are now well equip­ 
ped. There is either a dining car or 
there are good station restaurants 
along the line and upon arrival in Moa- 
cow or Petrograd the visitor linda rea­ 
sonably comfortable and fairly clean 
accommodations. In overcrowded Mos­ 
cow He may not be able to get a room 
for several days, in which event tome 
fellow countryman tucks him away on 
a sofa, but in Petrograd, where the 
hotels are spacious, he can got as good 
accommodations as in Barita or Vi­ 
enna. 
In Russian provincial cities, how­ 
ever, the hotels may still be full of in­ 
sect life. Most of tKem always were.
